Response to Amendment 


1 . Receipt of the reply filed on July 28, 2003 is hereby acknowledged. 

2. Nevertheless, the reply submitted by the applicant is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the amendments as filed on July 28, 2003 are 
not in compliance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 2 1 (c ), either with the versions in effect at the time of filing of the 
amendments or with the revised version in effect as of July 30, 2003. In particular: (a) the newly added 
paragraph being inserted into the specification at the top of page 9 is underlined as presented on page 2 
of the reply, whereas newly added paragraphs must NOT be underlined; and, (b) the replacement 
paragraph for the paragraph previously inserted after line 12 on page 10 of the specification via the 
preliminary amendment of August 8, 2001 does not correctly show the changes to this paragraph made 
relative to the immediate prior version as required. With regard to the latter, the phrase "relative to" is 
shown bracketed for removal, yet this phrase was previously removed from this paragraph and thus 
already does not exist in the immediately prior version of the paragraph in question; see the bottom of 
page 3 of the second preliminary amendment of March 7, 2002. Similarly, the phrase "from less than" 
is underlined for addition, yet this phrase already was added to this paragraph and therefore already 
existed in the immediately prior version of the paragraph in question; see the bottom of page 3 of the 
second preliminary amendment of March 7, 2002. The retention of the latter phrase also is non- 
responsive from a different standpoint, in that removal of this phrase is required for full responsiveness 
to the new matter objections as cited in the previous Office action. The above-mentioned reply appears 
to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date 
of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid 
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abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 
CFR 1.136(a).
